Keeping Milk Pure 


To Guard Against DisaPreeable 
Odors and Tastes 

Warm milk at the time it is drawn 
from the cow readily absorbs from 
the air of the stable certain sub- 
stances which impart to the milk dis- 
agreeable odors and tastes. When 
milk is allowed to stand in a poorly 
ventilated or unclean barn, the char- 
acteristic odor and taste of aromatic 
feeds such as beets, ensilage and tur- 
nips may be imparted to milk in the 
Same manner, This may lead one to 
believe that the trouble is due to 
food which has been eaten, and that 
the odor and taste have~been eclim- 
inated with the milk through the 
udder. 

Ordinarily the condition can be 
corrected by the prompt removal of 
the milk as soon as drawn from each 
respective animal and placing it i 
the milk house where facilities 
the proper and immedia . cooling 
are available,

Now Being Provided: Provisionally 
by the Army Postoffice 


The postoffice department an- 
nounces that information has been 
received from the general postoffice, 
England, that a postal service to the 


civilian population of that portion of, 


Palestine occupied by the British 
forces is now being provided provi- 
sionally by the army postoffice with 
the Egyptian Expeditionary Force. 
Unregistered letters and postcards 
fully prepaid at the international let- 
ter rate of 5 cents for the first ounce 
and 3 cents for each additional 
ounce, and 2 cents for postcards, can 
be forwarded. The correspondence 
must be solely of a private or do- 
mestic character, There is no ser- 
vice at present for printed matter or 
parcels,

Millable 
wheat may not be bought or sold as 
poultry feed. Grain for feeding or 
decoying migratory wild fowl is pro- 
hibited except under license by the 
Canada food board.

What Measure of Forgiveness Will 
Allies Extend to Enemy 
After the War 
When peace is signed at last and 
the various combatants shake hands 
over it all, just what is going to be 
the. measure of forgiveness which 
the allies will extend to Germany? 
Will it be the Biblica] seventy times 
seven, or will it be a mere lip affair? 
German commercial aspirations wiil 
have to be satisfied. She will seck 
to regain her old markets and to en- 
ter new ones, President Wilson, in 


his addresses to congress, has_ in- 
sisted that every nation at the close 


of the war shall be unhampered in 
its endeavor to work out its own 
destiny. We shall insist upon this 


principle being applied to Belgium, 
to Poland, to the Balkan States, and 
to Russia—so far as the Bolsheviki 
will permit themselves to be helped. 
Even Austria will receive a faily 
glad hand, while Bulgaria and Tur- 
key will be recognized as_ having 
possibilities in the direction of be- 
ing tamed and made into useful peo- 


ples, But in the case of Germany— 
that is something else again, We

It is better adapted for transit than 
chocolate and you may be sure that 
it will make your brother think of 
Sugaring time in the bush when he 
was a youngster and there was“ no 
thought of a world-wide war. ‘There 
will be plenty of maple sugar and 
syrup this year if the farmer lives up 
to expectations. The season has so 
far been an ideal one for tapping. 

Domestic. You are fortunate to 
flave such a good supply of pota- 
toes. It should stand you in good 
stead during the next few weeks 
when all over the Dominion a pota- 
to campaign will be in progress. 
Canadians do not half realize the 
usefulness of the humble potato. Its 
Possibilities are endless. It stands 
pre-eminent among the vegetables 
used for food. It must be remember- 
ed that the most nourishing part of 
the potato lies next the skin in the 
shape of an acrid juice which pas- 


lses into the water during boiling and 


escapes with the steam from a bak- 
ed potato.. The composition of po- 
tatocs is as follows: Water, 78.9%; 
starch, 18%; proteid, 2.1%; mineral 
matter, 9%; and fat 1%. 

If you are tired of cooking pota- 
toes in the same old way why not 
try a few new inethods? For in- 
Stance, have you tried potato ome- 
let? You prepare mashed potatoes, 


turn them into a hot omelet pan 
well greased, spread evenly, cook

No. 1i5—EGGS 


To talk to the farm woman about 
eggs is like bringing coals to New- 
castle and yet there are aspects of 
the egg business of which she never 
thinks, so much is it a matter of 
course to her to sce the eggs being 
shipped to the city. It is esttmated 
that about 95 per cent. of the eggs 
sold in Canada come from the farms 
and the remainder from small poul- 
try-keepers in villages, towns and 
cities. Most of the farm eggs pass 
through the hands of the country 
storekeepers. From them they go 
to the wholesale house. Finally they 
are candled and turned over to the 
jobber, or the retail trade, or put in- 
to cold storage to be kept for winter 
use. 


The most natural place for the 
farmer to sell his eggs is at the 
| country store. Here he has_ the 
least trouble and gets the quickest 
returns either’ in trade or cash, 
whichever he prefers, 

It is estimated that the greatest 


number of bad eggs which come on 
the market are in that state because 
of conditions on the farm. A smal 
percentage of the blame is attached 
to the country store and still less is 
attributed to conditions under which 
eggs are shipped, or the loss that 
occurs in transit. 

In taking measures to prevent los- 
ses of this kind the first step must 
be taken by the farmer. In spring 
the losses are inconsiderable, but as 
warmer weatlier comes they grow 
heavier and heavier. The following 
are some pointers for the farmer and 
his wife on how to get the best re- 
sults with their hens: 

(1) Keep the poultryhouse clean. 

(2) Separate the roosters from the 
hens after the hatching season. 

(3) Provide plenty of clean straw 
on the floor and in the nests. 

(4) Do not allow broody hens on 
the nests. 

(5) “Break them up” by putting in 
boxes with slatted bottoms raised off 
the floor. 

(6) Gather the eggs twice a day. 

(7) Keep them in a _ cool, dry 
place, 

(8) Sell them twice a week if pos- 
sible. 

{9) Use clean cases and fillers. 

(10) Sell only the best eggs, cand- 
ling out any poor ones and also all 
small eggs.

GERMANY IS ALREADY LAYING 


PLANS FOR NEXT GREAT WAR 


ENEMY SPREADING THE GOSPEL OF CONQUEST 


Peace That May Be Concluded With Germany That Does Not 


Involve Her Destruction as 


a Military Power May Only 


Be Regarded as a Mere Armistice 


If an Englishman should now 
write a book discussing the possibil- 
ri of the next war, assert that war 

the best occupation of mankind 
and that to prepare for it we should 
among other things be very careful 
to preserve the aristocratic idea, he 
could in the first place get nobody 
to publish it. If he produced it at 
his own expense he might consider 
himself lucky if a court adjudged 
him insane. Otherwise he would be 
lynched. Yet such a book has been 
written in Germany by Licutenant- 
General Baron von Fretag-Loring- 
hoven and it is a fit companion for 
the books of Bernhardi, which did 
so much to develop in the German 
people the apirit that has horrified 
the world in the past three years. 
The baron is no mere dreamer, no 
irresponsible theorist, no fanatic 
with a hobby that has unhinged his 


mind. He stands high in the war 
councils of Germany. He is the 
especial confidante of Ludendorff. 


In fact, he is deputy chief of the 
eneral staff of the German army. 
is book, entitled, “Deductions from 

the World War,” was published last 

fall, and is said to have had a great 
sale in Germany. Efforts to prevent 
it from circulating outside the coun- 
try were made, but a few copies

em an English edition has 
prepared. 

Its importance is such that it is 
a duty to impress upon the public 
the significance of this work. It 
confirms an Opinion that has been 
more than once expressed in these 
columns, namely, that the Germans 
must be judged as a people, and 
that to make distinctions between 
the kaiser and the junker class and 
the rest of Germany is both idle and 
vicious so far as militarism is con- 
cerned. There was a time in the 
war when certain English and Can- 
adian publicists sought to impress 
upon the Recnls that they must not 
hate the ermans; that we must 
consider them as unfortunate suffer- 
ing from a poison; that we were not 
to be their executioners, but rather 
their kindly, if firm, attendants and 
physicians. Until quite lately some 
such idea appears to have been en- 
tertained by President Wilson. It is 
reasonable to suppose that the Ger- 
man people know themselves best, 

d if there are any yet who persist 
fa the doctrine that the Germans 

ave had forced upon them a form 
of government which they abhor, 
and that they are really decent, kind- 
ly, peace-loving folk at heart, the 
words of Prince Bulow are interest- 
ing: “Militarism is not a Prussian 
invention,” he says, “Militarism is 
Prussia herself.” 

It seems incredible that after this 
war Germany should still have a 
taste for slaughter, but it is plain 
that Baron Freytag-Loringhoven is 
acting on this belief. There is only 
one thing that will cure this mani- 
acal bent in the German mind, and 
that is absolute, overwhelming de- 
feat, bitter suffering and a league 
of nations that will constitute itself 
an armed guard of Germany for a 

eneration and more to come, The 
Pee laughs at the idea of ridding 
the world of war by means of mu- 
tual agreements. ¢ admits that 
there will be agreements, but says 
that occasions must continue to arise 
when the forces in one nation will 
refuse to be controlled by an agree- 
ment made years before, The notion 
of a universal league for the pre- 
sérvation of peace is ridiculous, he 
says, and any proud-spirited nation 
would regard such an organization 
as “intolerable tutelage.” Equally 
Utopian, therefore, is the idea that 

ermany herself should be invited to 
oin such a league. There was, in 
act, if not in name, such a league 
before the war began; that is to say 
a league of nations that would not 
provoke war. Germany was sup- 
posed to be a member of it. Hence 
the present struggle. 

Preytag spreads the gospel. of war 
among the German people. If he has 


ot regrets as a result of the de- 
velopments of the present war the 
chief is that the Germans have not 


sufficiently studied war. He quotes 
with approval the words of Freder- 
{ck, who wrote in 1768: “The mili- 
tary art demands continuous study if 
One desires to attain a thorough mas- 
tery of it. I am far from flattering 
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myself that I have exhausted it| I 
am even of opinion that a human 
lifetime is not long enough in order 
to pursue it to the very end.” Plainly 
it will be the duty of German 
scientists to concentrate their atten- 
tion on the problem of increasing 
the span of human life, so that Ger- 
many may produce a certain number 
of murderers who will begin the 
study of military science at the age 
of three and continue it for a hun- 
dred years or so. On their death- 
beds they will then be able to hand 
their plans to the ruling kaiser or 
president and permit him to start the 
next war with better prospects of 
success. 

As regards the practical lessons 
learned from this war, the baron 
says that in future there must be a 
great increase in the number of ma- 
chine guns to a company. Cavalry 
ought not to be proportionately in- 
creased, but a considerable force will 
be necessary. The system of train- 
ing must be made to include men 
not now subject to,it. In fact, every 
male, able-bodied or not, must have 
military training. The navy . must 
be greatly increased, but how it is 
to be increased he docs not ssay. 
Perhaps the idea is to_take .over_ 
British navy as a going concern. fHe 
points out the necessity of sefzing 
industrial centres and coal fields. in 
neutral countries and admits that 
economic conditions will continue to 
play an increasing part in future 
wars. The lesson we should read 
from this book is that any peace that 
may be concluded with Germany 
that does not involve her destruction 
as a military power will be regarded 
as a mere armistice, which will en- 
able her to raise another army and 
make another bid for ‘world domin- 
ion—Toronto Mail and Empire. 


The Shaven Soldier 


Modern Warrior Less Ferocious But 
More Efficient ih Consequence 


When the Indian braves of old 
met foemen unquestionably worthy 
of their tomahawks, they arrayed 
themselves as fantastically as pos- 
sible, and emitting the most blood- 
curdling war-whoop in their reper- 
toire, raced into the fray. Their 
strategy was based on the assump- 
tion that strength of arm would have 
to be supplemented by superiority of 


will if victory was to be their por- 
tion. They reasoned that if they 
could frighten their opponents be- 


fore their opponents had frightened 
them they would win the day. * 

Then came the bearded warriors 
of the Crimea and the American 
Civil war. These were not bearded 
from choice, but from stern neces- 
sity, since the double edged 100 per 
cent, efficient blade of the modern 
safety razor was undreamed of, The 
old flat“bed razor in vogue at the 
time, could always be depended up- 
on to be dull. There was nothing 
left to do but to popularize the 
beard, and popularized it was. And 
the basis upon which the beard was 
popularized was that the warrior af- 
fected it because it imparted that 
ferocity which is the concomicant of 
victory, and not because he was at 
a loss to do anything else. 

That the psychological offensive is 
still regarded as a necessary pre- 
liminary to the physical offensive is 
well illustrated by the methods of 
the German propagandists in the 
present strugele. But the beard has 
gone by the board since it has been 
amply demonstrated that the feroci- 
ty which it imparts to the soldier 
fails to compensate for the many 
disadvantages which its adoption en- 
tails. If the world had stood still, 
if the safety razor had never been 
invented, and never been mechani- 
cally perfected, beards would un- 
doubtedly be popular today, They 
are still popular in Russia,

| The Kaiser’s Challenge 


From a Speech at Plymouth by Lord 
; Milner 


It is not now a question of des- 
troying Prussian militarism. The 
question is whether Prussian militar- 
ism should destroy us, and make an 
end of all that the frecdom-loving 
peoples of the world have been striv- 
ing for centuries and are still striv- 
ing to attain. The issue is perfectly 
simple, and if any good peace-lov- 
ing people in this country—and I be- 
lieve we are at heart all peace-lov- 
ers—have at any time in these last 
three years and a half felt a doubt 
as to what we were fighting for, 
surely no such doubt can survive to- 
day. I know it has been suggested 
that, if we could only make it clear 
to the German peonié that we had 
no desire to destroy Germany or to 
dictate to her as to her form of gov- 
ernment, the peace party in that 
country would be greatly strength- 
ened, and we should be brought ap- 
preciably nearer to a termination of 
the terrible conflict which is devas- 
tating the world and threatens to 
engulf civilization. “<9 

Well, I contend that we have 
made it clear. The latest speeches 
of President Wilson and of our own 


ever that neither America nor this 
country—and I believe this is true 
of all the allies—is fighting in order 
to dismember the Gernran people or 
to interfere with their clear right to 
decide for themselves under what 
constitution they choose to live. We 
are not fighting to deprive the Ger- 
man people of their independence or 
of their fair share in the trade and 
intercourse of the world, always pro- 
vided that the same independence, 
the same sclf-determination, the 
same right to a “place in the sun” 
are effectively ensured to other na- 
tions, especially the smaller nations, 
like Belgium and Serbia (cheers); 
who have in the past been the vic- 
tims of German ambition. If that 
were all that Germany desired the 
end of this long agony of mankind 
might not be far distant. 


And may be this is all that the 
bulk of the German people do de- 
sire, and maybe a time will come 
when, through pressure from below, 
this moderate temper will be reflect- 
ed in the actions of the German gov- 


ernment. But it is certainly not so 


reflected today. The German gov- 
ernment, we are told, wants peace, 
but it must be a “German __ peace.’ 


“We desire to live in friendship with 
neighboring nations,” says the Ger- 
man emperor, “but the victory of the 
be recog- 
nized.” To that challenge there can 
be only one answer. It is the ans- 
wer we gave to Philip of Spain, the 
answer we gave to Napoleon, when 
he was much nearer master of the 
whole world than the German em- 
peror now is, or ever will be. 


Another Price Rise 


Compensation by” Governinent” "for ]” 


Diseased Animals 
Slaughtered 


A bill will be introduced by the 
minister of agriculture at the present 
session increasing the amounts to be 
paid by the government to the own- 
ers of animals slaughtered under the 
operation of the Animal Contagious 
Diseases Act. The amount to be 
paid *must not exceed in the case of 
grade animals $200 for each horse, 
$80 for each head of cattle and $20 
for each pig or sheep. In the case 
of pure-bred animals\the amount to 
be paid will not exceed $500 for 
each horse, $250 for each , head of 
cattle and $75 for each pig or sheep. 
These amendments to the act are to 
remain in force for three years, 


Permits for Canadians 


Food Supply for Wives and Depen- 
dents in England 


A matter which closcly affects the 
wives and other dependents of Can- 
adian soldiers now in England is 
their position under the food ration- 
ing system, shortly to be extended 
to the whole country. It has been 
laid down especially that all officers, 
soldiers and their families (with any 
servants) must be in possession of 
permits to deal in foodstuffs at regi- 
mental institutes. Such permit will 
state on it the total number of per- 
sons comprising the soldier’s house- 


jhold, and in the case of women will 


contain an undertaking that they are 
not drawing separation or depend- 
ents’ allowances. Each permit is 
available for three months, 

The amount of the articles to be 
purchased at the institutes will be 
varied in accordance with the pcri- 
odical orders of the food controller. 


Value of Grain Screenings 


Preventing the Waste of Small or 
Broken Grains or Weed Seeds 


Three years ago the seed branch 
of the department of agriculture, at 
Ottawa, published a bulletin on the 
feed yalue of grain screenings, which 
included the results of feeding tests 
undertaken by the experimental farm 
branch, Owing to the growing scar- 
city of feeds, the elevator operators 
have paid more and more attention 
to these screenings with. a view to 
preventing the waste of any small or 
broken grains or weed seeds that 
might be used for feed. As a result, 
the lower grades of screenings are 
now composed almost entirely of 
very small weed seeds, which 
very difficult to grind properly and 
are not relished by stock unless mix- 
ed with other feeds. At the present 
time, the feeds division of the live 
stock branch is making a further 
careful study of the question with a 
view to. obtaining the maximum ben- 
efit from this important by-product 
of the farm and the grain elevator. 
The results will be looked for with 
interest. The bulletin entitled

THE SUPERIORITY OF CIVILIZATION 
OVER METHODS OF BARBARISM 


THE SUPERIOR INVARIABLY DOMINATES INFERIOR 


ae on en ne ae 


All of the Uncivilized Methods of the Enemy, While at Times 
Coming as a Surprise to the Allies, Have Been 


In one of his informing articles in 
“Land and Water,” Mr, frilaire Bel- 
loc points out in a striking way the 
growth of superiority upon the side 
of civilization, and the corresponding 
decline upon the side of its enemies, 
as illustrated by the war. He re- 
marks that the great war has seen 
three waves of this sort. After the 
unprovoked and unexpected attack 
was checked and broken at the Mar- 
ne, and held before Ypres, Europe 
began to recover itsclf, and during 
the next six months the inferiority 
of barbarism became apparent. The 
rate of munitionment, the improvisa- 
tion of armies from Britain, the de- 
velopment of work in the air, the 
production of heavy artillery on a 
scale before unheard of—in all these 
new things civilization grew rapidly 
up in the race and began to get 
ahead of the enemy. 

Mr. Belloc gives 


one impressive 


example. In August, 1914, the large 
howitzer which the Austrians had 
produced was first employed. The 


Germans, who alone were thorough- 
ly preparing and planning for war, 
had worked out the effect of the fire 
of these huge weapons, as regulated 
by the new and hitherto impossible 
method of observation from the air. 
The result was that the ring fort- 
resses, upon which French theory re- 
posed, were quickly reduced, though, 
except for observation from the air, 
these fortresses would have stood in- 
definitely, ‘This new piece had taken 
about three years to design and de- 
velop, until the hour struck when 
Prussia decided that the moment for 


her succesful surprise had come. 
While these great engines were 
known to exist, their effect was a 


surprise, but they had no great mo- 
bility, because their only function 
was to reduce. siege works. The 
French faced the problem at once. 
and in a very short time Mr. Belloc 
saw the castings of a gun, not a sta- 
tionary howitzer, but a weapon pos- 
sessing great mobility. He had to 


keep quiet about it, and those who 
showed him what was being. done 
were met by his natural criticism 


that the recoil could not be absorb- 
ed, and that such a huge gun could 
not have the mobility which was ab- 
solutely essential. His criticisms 
were immediately answered, and, al- 
though he was not allowed at the 
time to know the secret of the solu- 
tion, it was not very long before 
these enormous pieces were brought 
forward, and it was shown that they 
had completely absorbed their recoil. 
This is only one example of the Wey 
in which civilization catches up with 
each unexpected success of the ene- 


y. 
Another example is the introduc- 
tion of poison gas, to the horror of 
civilization. The civilized nations 
quickly beat the German at his own 
game. He had prepared defensive 
methods against such a gas. We 
elaborated better ones, He came in- 
to the field with a just appreciation 
of the machine gun and of trench 
weapons, in which we were hopeless- 
ly behindhand.. We produced more, 
if not better, of the one, and cer- 
tainly better of the other, He de- 
cided to bombard civilization in open 
towns from the air—an abomination

not before heard of, and indeed 
strictly forbidden by conventions to 
which the German had put his hand. 
We devised defences against such 
action superior to his own, and we 
now appear as his superior even in 
that last deplorable development 
which, as he himself chose and com- 
menced, he must now suffer from, 


All this the enemy knows just as 
clearly as we dd. As Mr. Belloc 
points out, we-were catching him up 
and passing him when he got his 
first respite through the inability of 
the eastern Slavs to munition them- 
selves by lack of industrial power. 
He got his~ second respite when, 
through the treachery of the -king, 
Bulgaria was brought in, but that 
advantage was ‘soon countered in 
several ways. He has just obtained 
his third and greatest respite. Fol- 
lowing up the effect of the subma- 
rine warfare before we had begun to 
catch up on that also he enjoyed the 
good fortune of the Russian revolu- 
tion and the subsequent disintegra- 
tion of that country. The fruits of 
this greatest of his successes were 
soon apparent in Italy, as they have 
been equally clear in his concentra- 
tion on the western front. But the 
process, as Mr. Belloc so well re- 
marks, is again at work by which 
the superior invariably dominates the 
inferior, in spite of any accident or 
any surprise. Civilization would 
have long ago disappeared under the 
attacks of barbarism byt for this 

rocess, and, although it is exceed- 
ngly slow, yct it is inevitable, and
